IN  STATE  PART  WORK 

It  was  announced 
by  the  office  of  the 
Director,  Robert  Fech- 
ner  that  the  CCC  has 
given  great  impetus  to 
development  of  state 
parks . 

V hen  the  CCC  was 
started  a total  of  1C5 
twj-hundred  men  com- 
panies were  in  state 
park  work.  At  this  time| 
we  find  some  70,000 
men  in  this  type  of 
work. 

The  total  acreage 
added  to  park  lands  in 
this  country  through 
the  CCC  is  now  close 
to  the  half  million 
ma  rk. 

CCC  LEARNS  FIRST  AID 

Robert  Fechner, 
Director,  has  also  an- 
nounced that  a total 
of  26,684  enrollees 
have  been  awarded  first 
aid  certificates  by  the 
Red  Cross  during  Sept. , 
Oct. , Nov. , And  Dec.  of 
1934.  The  men  all  were 
graduated  f rcr  m , cla sses 
held  in  CCC  camps  throu 
out  the  country. 

This  state,  Flori- 
da, graduated  60  men. 
&nd  of  this  total,  28 
men  were  graduated  from 
this  camp.
